A new watérfront crisis has been manufactured to order by 

the San Francisco Industrial Association. Its counterfeit charac- 
ter makes it none the less serious. 
Warriors of wild African tribes, when they want to panic 
and confuse their enemies, paint their faces in crazy designs, 
stick bones in their noses and let out shrill, blood curdling war 
whoops. If the enemy is inexperienced, this ferocious rumpus 
scares him to the marrow. He drops his weapon and flees for 
his life.

JAPAN TAKES TWO-THIRDS 
OF U. S. SHIPMENTS

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NEW YORK, June 24.—With 
the world, and especially Japan, 
preparing for war at record speed, 
the exports of steel scrap from 
the U. S. reached a new high at 
560,000 tons in the first quartér 
of 1935—a 66 per cent gain over 
last year’s record-breaking total 
and more than was ever shipped 


in any whole y@ar’ prior to 1933. 

The proportion of steel scrap 
exported to that used in the U. 
has increased four times in? four 
years. 

Last year the total exported 
was 1,833,554 tons, a tremendous
